Rogers Would Help 
U.S. Sugar Producers 


WASHINGTON — Rep. Paul

of the House, introduced legislation 
designed to aid American domestic 
sugar producers who are under a 
severe handicap because of quota 
restrictions. The Rogers bill would 
increase the basic sugar quotas 
for domestic growers who are now 
not permitted to sell what they 
produce from authorized acreage. 

Rogers pointed out that in his 
district, the U. S. Sugar Corpora- 
tion at Clewiston has $7,000,000 
worth of sugar that cannot be sold 
until 1956 undef present quotas. 
This surplus was not produced 
from increased acreage but is the 
result of more efficient methods of 
production, The storage of this 
sugar has had an adverse effect

In this instance, grain is grown on 
the farm and ground at a nearby 
‘mill. It is delivered to the farm in 
sacks and stored in a_second-floor 
. barn bin. The bin is connected to a 
mixer on the floor below by gravity- 
flow ‘pipes. Operation is simple, 
Gates are opened in the pipes and 
ground grain drops into the mixer. 

The setup is not very automatic 
but it is a time and “back saver.” 
This farmer figures that 12 dairy 
cows will need about 12 tons of com- 
pounded feed a year. Mixing that 
amount of feed by hand takes a lot 
of work. It can be done better and 
faster electrically. Records show that 
a ton of feed can be mixed in from 
5 to 10 minutes at a cost of around 
2/3 of a kilowatt hour of power, 

Of course, he could go far beyond 
his présent stage, Colleges of Agri- 
culture in each of our 48 states have 
plans available for feed processing 
setups. Most power suppliers alto 
can help. Here's one idea that works 
well for an Illinois farmer: 

His grinder and mixer are con- 
nected in tandem—the delivery spout 
of the grinder empties into the hop- 
per of the mixer.

Because the grinder-mixer setup 
is adjacent to the feeding area, mixed 
feed is spouted irto carts and deliv- 
ered fo bunkers. If this were not go 
he could use a short conveyor and 
elevate the feed into a truck. One in- 
genious farmer who has a similar set- 
up in’ his granary, uses the blower 
pipe of the grinder to move the feed 
back “upstairs” into a. separate bin, 
as a first step. Because the bin has 
slanting sides, it becomes a gigantic 
hopper from which feed flows to an 
enclosed electrically operated con- 
yeyor which moves it more than 100 
feet to the barn. The conveyor is 
approximately 6 inches wide. The 
feed is delivered to a bin in the barn 
mow. from where it flows through 
pipes into carts. 

The University of Wisconsin has 
developed -a feed processing unit 
which links up a corn crusher, ham- 
mer mill and mixer with elevators, 
blowers and storage bins to provide 
the farmer's favorite feeding rations 
automatically on a metered basis.

The Name Is Registered 


The fictitious name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 


The charge for advertising the notice the necessary four times 
is $15. 


As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, uider a fictitious. 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shal! be registered with the clerk of the circuit:court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business ander a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to. register said ficti- ` 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is. to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the. clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”
